Upland voters will decide Tuesday 
whether the Upland Elementary 
School District can spend an ad- 
ditional $60 for each student. 
Residents will vote on a tax override 
which would raise taxes 30 cents for 
each $100 of assessed valuation. 
Under a state-determined formula 
the district will be allowed to spend 
$982 per student next year compared 
with $909 per student this year. 
But the state-allowed increase 
won't be enough to offset higher 
costs caused by inflation, according 
sto district administrators. 


Passage of the override measure 
would allow the district to continue 
its ‘‘quality’’ educational programs 
but would not provide money for 
new educational programs or 
building projects. 

The additional funds raised by the 
tax override would be used to main- 
tain present class size, expand a 
reading program at one school, 
restore the district’s reserve fund 
and provide some salary raises. 

Although the override would raise 
the tax rate 30 cents next year, the 
tax would drop if assessed valuation 
increases. The increase could drop 


to 20 cents by the end of the four- 
year override period, according to 
district estimates. 


If voters approve the override, the 
owner of a $30,000 home would pay 
about $17 in extra taxes. Other es- 
timated tax increases are: $20,000 
home, $12 extra: $40,000, $25; and 
$50,000, $32. 


Passage of the override would 
hike the district's general-purpose 
tax rate from $1.27 to $1.57. 
Residents also pay $1.03 per $100 
valuation for area-wide taxes. 

If the override is defeated, the dis- 


trict will consider cutting back 
programs and increasing class size. 
The measure requires a simple ma- 
jority vote to pass. 


School district officials have 
blamed Senate Bill 90 for the fisca! 
problems facing most schools. SB90 
limits school district tax increases 
to 6 per cent even in years when in- 
flationary cost rises are 12-14 per 
cent. 


Districts must have voter ap- 
proval before raising taxes to make 
up the difference between the state- 
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allowed 6 per cent and the real 10-14 
per cent cost increase. 

Voters will receive ballots in 
Spanish for the first time Tuesday. 
Bilingual ballots are required under 
the revised federal Voting Rights 
Act which was effective in August. 

County voter registration officials 
warned voters to read ballots 
carefully to ensure marking the cor- 
rect vote. 

The English translation appears 
above the Spanish on Upland’s 
bilingual ballot. The place for a 
“yes”? vote is next to the English 
translation and the place for a ‘“‘no”’

vote is next to the Spanish transla- 
tion. 

English-speaking voters who want 
to oppose the override must mark 
the ‘‘no’’ vote next to the Spanish 
version while Spanish-speaking 
voters have to mark the ‘‘yes’’ vote 
next to the English in order to sup- 
port the override. 

San Bernardino County is one of 28 
California counties with large 
enough minority populations to re- 
quire bilingual ballots. Most of the 
28 counties must provide Spanish 
version ballots until 1982 when the 
Voting Rights Act expires.

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Select camellia 
for planting and 
enjoy blooms 


Once again it is camellia time in California 

In the Golden State, Sasanquas, the delicate beauties 
of the camellia clan, begin to bloom in the early fall 
Blanketed in single or double, often fragrant blooms of 
white to almost red, Sasanquas reign in regal beauty 
They thrive in more sun than other camellia varieties, 
making them well-suited to a multitude of garden uses 
Sansanquas give a top performance when planted in a 
basket or tub, used against a fence or as a ground cover 
Espaliered, their glossy leaves add dimension to flat 
surfaces. In a raised bed, the foliage tumbles over the 
edge — in an interesting fashion. At ground level, certain 
Sasanqua varieties for a unique, if not dense, cover in 
semi-shaded areas. 

While Sasanquas are at their peak, the japonicas break 
into the action. The well-known japonicas provide the 
widest range of colors and flower forms — frem purest 
white to deep red and bi-color. Flower forms range from 
open centered, peony-type flowers to many 
petaled, tight formal doubles. The size of japonicas — up 
to 20 feet, suggests background usage or display as 
tubbed, patio sized trees. Blooming through the coldest 
part of the year, from late fall to early spring, japonicas 
are the center ring stars of the annual camellia show 

The rangy reticulata camellias bloom from January to 
May with flowers of colossal sizes. Their colors range 
from light pink to purplish-red, with variegations 
flower forms are available from peony-type to formal 


doubles. Providing enough space allows these 
outstanding large shrubs to grow to their fullest 
potential. 


By careful selection of varieties, you can enjoy color 
from camellias for over half the year, points out the 
California Association of Nurserymen 


Vibrate plants 
for tomatoes 


Just shake the tomato blossom or vibrate the pole 
holding the plant and you will get more and bigger 
tomatoes. 

‘It’s true. It works,’ said Henry Piper of Chula Vista, 
a commercial tomato grower. ‘‘Just now we're not using 
that method because we have a tomato variety planted 
that is providing a very good set — but we wouldn't 
hesitate to use it.” 

Piper was commenting on a report by Bernarr Hall, a 
farm adviser with the University of California 
Agricultural Extension Service, about field trials con- 
ducted in San Diego County tomato fields the past eight 
years. 

Vibrating the plants was one of two yeild-increasing 
methods discussed by Hall in a speech given earlier 
recently to the American Society for Horticulturai 
Science in Hawaii. The other method involves cutting 
back terminal branches 

In his talk, Hall said ‘‘yield increases from three to 
five tons per acre have resulted from vibrating the carly 
spring crop during the late fall growing period.” 

“Vibrating the blossoms pops the pollen out of the 
bloom just like the wind does it,” said Piper. ‘‘As soon as 
you move the pollen, that’s it. The job is done. The im- 
portant thing is to wait until the flower is ready to set.” 

The vibrator used in the process is similar in 
appearance to a large flashlight. The flexible tip, which 
vibrates several thousand times a minute, moves the 
pollen when it is placed against the flower 

“Years ago, similar results were obtained by walking 
up and down the rows, hitting the plants or the posts 
holding up the vines with a pitchfork,’ Piper told the 
Council of California Growers. ‘“‘In those days, the 
farmer knew that it worked — but wasn’t sure why.” 

Over 1,000 vibrators are in use in San Diego County, 
and almost all growers are ‘‘tipping’’ — cutting back — 
their plants, Hall said in his report.

Develop lawn 
Care program 


A rich green lawn is a source of pride for any gardener. 

With a little help from your nurseryman, you can 
develop a 12-month lawn care program to follow to 
assure a maximum of beauty and enjoyment without 
exerting a maximum of effort. 

Regular feedins are of the utmost importance to the 
well-being of lawns — and this month is a good time to 
feed. Your nurseryman can recommend the correct 
fertilizers for the type of turf you have. A complete meal 
of commercial fertilizer every two or three months will 
keep your lawn a pleasing green and in good shape, says 
the California Association of Nurserymen. 

A lawn should be fed after it has been thoroughly 
watered — when the soil is moist, but no water is visible 
on the grass leaves. Water again immediately after the

Through these efforts, 
motorist-roadworker  ac- 
cidents have declined.

According to John F. 
Maloney, CALTRANS depu- 
ty director in charge of 
operations, only the 
motorist himself can 
reduce the ‘‘driver error”’ 
factor which causes such 
accidents. 

“If a driver is drunk or 
not paying attention there is 
virtually nothing we can do 
if he aims his car into a 
roadwork area. We can put 
up warning signs and 
protection devices. But 
some drivers still don't 
realize the importance of 
safe driving in roadwork 
zones until it’s too late 
Think of how you'd feel now 
if you had hit Strand or 
Silva.” 


Costs of auto repair 
out-inflate inflation

Weight problems for dogs

weight problems, and we should be 
equally concerned about the weight 
of eur pets. One way to help keep a 
dog alive longer is to keep his weight 
down. This can be accomplished 
both by exercise and by watching his 
diet carefully. Often it may be 
necessary to alter the amount, and 
even eliminate whole feedings, to 
suit a particular breed of dog and 
the dog’s particular needs. Once his 
puppy days are over, the quantity of 
his diet must be reduced, because he 
has completed the major part of his 
growth cycle 

The natural appearance of your 


dog from his first year to old age 
should be lean and sleek. If you 
see him broadening through the 


shoulders or bulging around the ab- 
domen, cut down on his food or in-

crease his exercise until he loses the 
surplus poundage. If he remains’ 
lean, you should have a healthy dog 
growing well into old age 

If you notice that your dog is 
developing a weight problem, it’s 
time for a trip to your veterinarian 
A complete physical examination 
and an accurate diet history are the 
first steps he'll recommend in es- 
tablishing a weight reduction 
program.

Mindless image 


Dear Anita, 

I am tired o the mindless image of 
women as portrayed on television. 
Most of the women I know are 
perfectly capable of raising families 
and making important decisions 
relative to finance, health and 
cleanliness without male guidance. 
Can you tell me if there are laws 
which govern what we see and hear 
on the air?

Dear M.N., 

Loca! stations are regulated by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) which grants 
them a license to broadcast on 
condition that the stations operate 
‘in the public interest.’’ 

The FCC has said that stations 
(both television and radio) have a 
responsibility to the public under the 
“fairness doctrine.’’ This doctrine 
applies both to news coverage as 
well as to programming on 
“controversial issues of public 
importance.” If a station fails in its 
responsibility to broadcast fairly, 
its license renewal can be 
challenged every three years. 

If you feel that your local station 
has been ‘‘unfair,’’ then you should 


write to the broadcasting station 
stating your specific complaint, the 
name of the program, and the date 
and time of the broadcast. If your 
station does not respond, send a 
copy of your correspondence to:

In the first case (Griswold v. 
Connecticut), the court invalidated 
a Connecticut state law that 
prohibited any person from using 
birth control because it ‘‘interfered 
with the right of privacy.’’ The 
second decision (Hisenstadt v. 
Baird) threw out a Massachusetts 
law prohibiting the distribution of 
contraceptives to unmarried 


persons because it denied ‘‘equal 
protection to unmarrieds.’’ 
A new California law, recently 


signed by Governor Jerry Brown, 
will allow minors to obtain 
contraceptives and birth control 
assistance without parental consent. 
This bill, introduced by Senator 
Anthony Beilensen, will become 
effective Jan. 1, 1976

Dear S.A.S., 

We checked out your problem with 
the State Attorney General’s Office, 
and we were assured that our 
original statements were absolutely 
correct. Here is a portion of his 
official opinion: 

“Under California law, a name is 
only a means of designating the 
particular person; where a person 
(man or woman) desires to be 
known by a name different than that 
by which he was formerly known, 
the new name may be effectually 
employed by the person for the 
purposes designated by him.” 

“Any person may change his 
name at any time without the 
necessity of legal proceedings. This 
change may be made at will nad 
once the change is recognized and 
the person becomes known by the 
new name,

Local residents can now 
take advantage of a 
Southern California Gas Co.

If only one per 
cent — or 11.000 — average 
size (1,200 square feet) 
homes were insulated to gas 
company standards, there 
would be an estimated an- 
nual savings of 154 million 
cubic feet of natural gas. 


This amount of conserved 
gas could meet the heating 
requirements of an ad- 
ditional 2,200 similar in- 
sulated homes. 


In other words, for every 
five homes that have attics 
insulated to the gas com- 
pany'’s standards, enough 
natural gas could be saved 
to supply the heating re- 
quirements for one ad- 
ditional home.
